H o w M en F r o m t h e U n ite d S tate* 
H o ld T h e ir O w n T h e r e . 
Au American, who has been a suc­ 
cessful m iner and farm er iu the T ra n s­ 
vaal., ju st arrived iu London, has fur 
Dished the authorities w ith some very 
interesting aud valuable inform ation 
touching affairs there, says the London 
correspondent of the St. Louis Globe 
Democrat. 
He says th a t the Boers 
possess a really excellent field artillery, 
consisting of 46 quick tiring guns of 
the very latest pattern. 
They can put 
into the field about 30,000 men, the 
m ajority of whom are arm ed w ith the 
Mauser rifles. 
The aid of the Orange 
Free State people is confidently expect­ 
ed by President K ruger in case of a 
w ar with England, which would mean 
for his forces probably 10,000 or 12,000 
m o re a rm e d men. 
This A m erican gentlem an says there 
are from SOO to 1.000 Am erican pros­ 
pectors and m iners in the Transvaal, 
mainly from the southw estern states 
and territories of the United States.

Au America ti. who has been a suc­ 
cessful miner ami farmer iii the Trans­ 
vaal., just arrived in London, has fur 
Dished the authorities with some very 
interesting and valuable information 
touching affairs there, says the London 
correspondent of the St. Louis Globe 
Democrat. 
He says that the Boers 
possess a really excellent field artillery, 
consisting of 40 quick tiring guns of 
the very latest pattern. They can put 
into the field about 30,000 men, the 
majority of whom are armed with the 
Mauser rifles. 
The aid of the Orange 
Free State people is confidently expect­ 
ed by President Kruger in case of a 
war with England, which would mean 
for his forces probably 10,000 or 12,000 
more armed men. 
This American gentleman says there 
are from boo to 1.000 American pros­ 
pectors and miners in the Transvaal, 
mainly from the southwestern states 
and territories of the United States, 
i "There need be no anxiety about 
I them.” he informed Mr. Choate, the 
American embassador, "for they be­ 
long to that class mainly who are 
mighty handy with the six shooter, 
i men to whom the handling of all sorts 
i of firearms is an easy, involuntary art. 
i he Dutch are afraid of them, for in 
one or two instances where difficulties

Stenm Launch Equipped With Ma­ 
chine Patented by E lisha Seymour 
Ran to Four Mile Crib and Back. 
It* Maker Predict* Higher Speed 
aud Le** Fuel Consumption. 


A new type of rotary engine, which, 
Its inventor. Elisha Seymour, claims 
will revolutionize the use of steam as 
power, was tested the other day at Chi­ 
cago in the trial trip of a steam launch 
from the foot of La Salle street to the 
four mile crib aud back, 
lf the hopes 
of the inventor aud his financial back­ 
ers are realized, the cost of fuel is to be 
reduced one-third, the arnouut of space 
required to install a machine almost 
one-half and the w eight of the engine 
itself made correspondingly less than 
any of the types now in common use. 
says the Chicago Tribune. Results sim ­ 
ilar to those obtained by the turbine 
engine, which has driven a yacht over 
40 miles an hour, are claimed for the 
new machine, while the coal consump­ 
tion, which, in the turbine, is almost 
prohibitory, will be less to a horse­ 
power, it is said, than in the styles of 
engines now in use. 
Elisha Seymour, who is 75 years old, 
has worked unfalteringly on the prob­ 
lem for uiue years. He has spent $17.- 
000 on experim ents, and when funds 
gave out aud members of his family 
urged him to abandon his scheme he 
pawned his watch aud overcoat and 
stuck to his work.

A new type of rotary engine, which, 
Its inventor. Elisha Seymour, claims 
will revolutionize the use of steam as 
power, was tested the other day at Chi­ 
cago in the trial trip of a steam launch 
from the foot of La Salle street to the 
four mile crib and back, 
lf the hopes 
of the inventor and bis financial back 
era are realized, the cost of fuel Is to be 
reduced one-third, the amount of space 
required to install a machine almost 
one-half and the weight of the otigine 
itself made correspondingly less than 
any of tile types now in common use, 
says the Chicago Tribune. Results sim­ 
ilar to those obtained by the turbine 
engine, which has driven a yacht over 
49 miles an bour, are claimed for the 
new machine, while the coal consump­ 
tion, which, in the turbine, Is almost 
prohibitory, will be less to a horse­ 
power, it is said, than In the styles of 
engines now in use. 
Elisha Seymour, who Is 75 years old. 
has worked unfalteringly on the prob­ 
lem for nine years. He bas spent $17,- 
000 on experiments, and when funds 
gave out aud members of his family 
urged bim to abandon his scheme he 
pawned his watch aud overcoat and 
stuck to his work. 
The engine, at last completed, has 
been installed in a launch.

still.

Its normal ruaVket 
price is between that of Mocha aud 
.lava (most of which comes from Cen­ 
tral America) aud th a t of Brazilian 
coffee. 
The entire crop went to Spain 
every y ear. 
If y ou go into any grc)cc‘iy 
store in New York and ask for Porto 
Bican coffee, y ou w ill be told that there 
is no demand for it.” 
(h niral Roy Stone, wdio was present 
at the New York Sun rep orter’s intc'r- 
view w’ith Mr. Post, said he tliouglit 
that the most practical relief measure 
for Porto Rico that could l» e undc‘r- 
taken at once was the general adop ­ 
tion of the use of Porto Rican coffee in 
the I'nited States. 
There are about

and hundreds of thousands of pounds 
in storehouses iu Porto Rico.

The pop­ 
ulation is every bit as tit for territorial 
goveriiinent as is the poiuilatiou of 
New Mexico, and it is much denser. 
The conditions of distress, which are

Such a state of mind 
may easily be made serious !» y an 
agitator of the wrong sort. 
“To my miud nothing would <lo more 
toward making friends of the Porto 
Ricans and eonvineiiig tliein that they 
are not iK'iug neglected or treated with 
contemp t by the United Statt's than 
would an <‘xtra session of congress. 
I 
know tliat the calling of an extra si's- 
sion involves a great deal of trouble 
aud expense. 
But tlie loy alty of the 
Porto Ricans is wortii stieh a price. 
“(Ireat SIS the disaster eaiised by tlie 
hurricane was, it is wrong to think for 
an instant that it has mim'd the island. 
I crossed the* isiaiid after tin* storm 
from « iTiay ania to San .luan. The poor­ 
er buildings were most of th(*ni blown 
down. 
The* strongly built buildings 
were damaged some, but not nearly so 
much as 1 iiave known similar buihl- 
ings iu the west to lie damaged iu cy ­ 
clones. 
This is tlie first ‘big storm’ 
they have had in dO y ears, and it is 
wor.se tliau the last was. 
'Phe danger 
of liurrieanes would never make me 
unea.sy about going to tlie i.slaiid or es- 
tai» !i<hing my self there so far as my 
per.soiial safety was eoneeriied. 
“ As for the crops, coffee, as y ou 
kuow {lerhaps, is grown on bushe.s be­ 
tween avenues of shade tretas. The hur­ 
ricane simply strippt'd the leaves from 
the shade trees. 
So thoroughly did it 
take the leaves from all of the trees, in 
fact, tliat on iny tri[) across the island 
the forests seemed uniformly brown 
instead of flieir usual vivid green. Of 
course in that climate, with tliat fertile 
soil, the leaves will soon come out 
again. 
'I'lie shade trees have not bei'ii 
killed by any im*aiis. But liefore a Si*c- 
ond growth of Icavt's (*oim*s to the res­ 
cue of the coffee biislies 1 am afraid 
that the sun will Iiave burned them 
lip. And it will fake three or four y ears 
fur the new busht*s to coine to nia- 
turity . 
My estimate Is tliat SO per cent 
of the coffee bushes are hurt and tliat 
50 i» er cent must be replauted. 
The to­ 
bacco cro[) is not p articularly aft’ected 
by the storm. 
If that (Tibau tariff can 
be arranged immediately so that there 
is some [irospi'ct that the Porto Rieo 
tobacco trade eau 
take its normal 
course, the [ilauters will begin [ilanting 
In October aud November, and with a 
big tobacco crop next y ear tlie strin­ 
gency caused by the spoiling of the 
coffee plantations can be tided over. 
“The banana trees have rather bulb­ 
ous roots that give them very little 
hold on the .soil, and most of those that 
I saw were torn up. 
To Porto Ricans 
the banana is a main article of food. 
They boil it aud bake it, to be used in- 
Btead of bread. 
On these trees that 
were blown down there were of course 
thousands of green bananas. 
The [leo- 
ple cut them off and hung them up 
and they can live on the fruit for sev­ 
eral weeks, or until relief readies tliem 
from the United States. 
But when 
these green liauaiias, cut from the up­ 
rooted trees, are gone tliere will be no 
more bananas. 
ITider sucli eircnin- 
staiices it is all nonsense to say tliat 
starvation is impossible in Porto Rico. 
It is [lossible and iinininent. Too much 
iu the way of food aud doThing can­ 
not be sent fhi*re to ri'lieve present 
n(*cessiiies until trade g(*fs on its ft*(*t 
again. 
“d ne way in which the islainl is go­ 
ing to work out its own salvation is In 
the raising of vegetaltles for the win­ 
ter niarkei in the United States. 
At 
present tlu* I’oito Ricans do not even 
raise vegetables fur their own usf*, but 
once they can be taught to raise them 
there will be an imnu*nse trade in 
vegetabh's ho!ween the colony and tiie 
home cuiiniiy . 
“ In flu* iiM'anfiine we must try to 
understand 
ilu>e j)ee{dt*, and 
they 
must bccouu- u>)*d to « 'tir way s of 
doing busiie-- 
Here is a story that is 
traveling tlu* 1* iiuth and br**adlii of 
the island: 
A i» lant**r came into the 
office of tlu* I’oiiti 
Rieo coni[>any , 
which is try iUY f*i do a h*gitima1(* de- 
vdop menf bu-inf^-' dewn rhoit*, and, 
offering exeelli iif land seourify , asked 
for a luan at lo i» ‘r e ‘tit.

buy more with $2 than he could with 
$2.50 under the Grover Cleveland-Wil 
son tariff, 
“ Notwithstanding the local price of 
fabrics, the total business of this trade 
during the first six months of the 
present y ear exceeded the business of 
the same period in 1898 by nearly 20 
per cent. 
The business of Ohio during 
the month of .July , 1899, showed an in­ 
crease of 26 per cent, over the same 
month of last y ear, and the business 
of Columbus for the first half of Au­ 
gust, 1899, shows an increase of 35 per 
cent, over the same period of last y ear. 
All of this is very gratify ing, especial­ 
ly when I remember that 1 did not 
make a dollar in 1895 and 1896. but lost 
money and was tempted to quit the 
business.

The Porto Ricans have not even the 
advantages of reciprocity which are 
enjoyed by some of the English and 
French islands. 
“Unable to sell anything, the people

into the most terrible poverty. 
They 
are a proud people. 
They don’t w ant 
charity. 
They welcome our coming 
with the greatest rejoicing.

them, so they say now, we tied their 
hands so th at they could not help them ­ 
selves and then made them objects of 
charity.

Let 
us relieve distress with charity while 
we must, but let us as soon as we can 
and so far as we can remove the 
cause of the distress by removing the 
hindrances from the building up of a 
Porto Rican export trade.”

mittee in New York. 
Third, the cof­ 
fee will be introduced to American wo­ 
men, and they will be encouraged to 
ask their grocers for it and to insist 
upon having it. Fourth, once a demand 
for Porto Rican coffee is created the 
credit of the coffee planters in the is­ 
land will be re-established, and they 
will be able to borrow money with 
which to carry on their business. 
Un­ 
til Porto Rican coffee can find a new 
market a coffee plantation down there 
is worth little more than so much 
waste laud. The old market is closed 
by the Spanish duty of 7 cents a pound 
o 
.fee. 
• .jeu,” Said Mr. Post, taking up his 
argument again, “consider the tobacco 
crop. 
Porto Rican tobacco formerly 
went to Cuba almost altogether. Since 
the American occupation of Cuba, a 
duty of $5 a pound has been put on all 
tobacco imports. That has put Porto 
liican tobacco out of Cuba most i f- 
fectually. The warehouses are full of 
unsold tobacco. The planters were so 
b'couraged by the prospect at the last 
harvesting season that they did not 
harvest tho tobacco that they had a1 
ready grown. The hiring of men to 
rare for the crop, they said, was sim­ 
ply sending good money after bad. and 
they b;t their tobacco go to seed. 
“As for sugar, our present sugar duty 
N practically prohibitive. The foreign 
markets have been cut off, as in the 
case of coffee, because they opened 
through Spain. The hurricane has in­ 
jured the mills so much that they must 
be rebuilt before they can grind again. 
Before that can be done there must 
be some assurance that the swear 


ground can be sold. 
“In a general way I would suggest 
these remedies for the situation: Re­ 
vision of the export tariffs and of the 
Cuban tobacco tariff, the adoption of 
the use of Porto Rican coffee in the 
I nited States and legislation giving 
Porto Rico sugar a chance. We must 
remember that we are dealing with a 
population of I.n<Kl,boo people occupy­ 
ing an area about as large as the state 
cf Connecticut. '4'iey are a thoroughly 
Intelligent, well edit ca tell people. Their 
state of mind toward us is a matter of 
the greatest material interest to us 
They welcomed our occupation. With­ 
out understanding our system of gov­ 
ernment they have strenuously tried to 
learn all they can abbut it. They want 
to be citizens of the United States. 
They don’t like to he thought of and 
treated as outsiders. Their most warm­ 
ly cherished desire is to be under a ter­ 
ritorial form of government and be 
put on the way to statehood. The pop­ 
ulation is every bit as tit for territorial 
government as is the population of 
New Mexico, and it is much denser. 
The conditions of distress, which are 
so plain to everybody who has been 
down there, have a tendency to make 
the Porto Ricans feel that not only 
are they unfairly treated, but that 
there is very little disposition in the 
United States to pay any attention to 
their situation. 
Such a state of mind 
may easily he made serious by an 
agitator of the wrong sort. 
“To my mind nothing would do more 
toward making friends of the Porto 
Ricans and convincing them that they 
are not being neglected or treated with 
contempt by the United States than 
would an extra session of congress. 
I 
know that the calling of an extra ses­ 
sion involves a great deal of trouble 
and expense. 
Hut the loyalty of the 
Porto Ricans is worth such a price. 
“Great as the disaster caused by the 
hurricane was, it is wrong to think for 
an instant that it has ruined the island. 
I crossed the island after the storm 
from Guayama to San .luau. The poor­ 
er buildings were most of them blown 
down. 
The strongly built buildings 
were damaged some, but not nearly so 
much as I have known similar build­ 
ings in the west to be damaged in cy­ 
clones. 
This is the first ‘big storm’ 
they have had in 30 years, and it is 
worse than the last was. 
The danger 
of hurricanes would never make me 
uneasy about going to the Island or es- 
tablishing myself there so far as my 
personal safety was concerned. 
“As for the crops, coffee, as you 
know perhaps, Is grown on bushes be­ 
tween avenues of shade trees. The hur­ 
ricane simply stripped the leaves from 
the shade trees. 
So thoroughly did it 
take the leaves from all of tile trees, in 
fact, that on my trip across the island 
the forests seemed uniformly brown 
instead of their usual vivid green. Of 
course in that climate, with that fertile 
soil, the leaves will soon come out 
again. 
The shade trees have not been 
killed by any means. But before a sec­ 
ond growth of loaves comes to the res­ 
cue of the coffee bushes I am afraid 
that the sun will have burned them 
tip. And it will take three or four years 
for the new bushes to come to ma­ 
turity. My estimate is that .SO per cent 
of the coffee bushes are hurt and that 
50 per cent must be replanted. The to­ 
bacco crop is not particularly affected 
by the storm. 
If that Cuban tariff can 
be arranged immediately so that there 
is some prospect that the Porto Rico 
tobacco trade can take Its normal 
course, the planters will begin planting 
in October aud November, ami with a 
big tobacco crop next year the strin­ 
gency caused by the spoiling of the 
coffee plantations can be tided over. 
“The banana trees have rather bulb­ 
ous roots that give them very little 
hold on the soil, and most of those that 
I saw were torn up. To Porto Ricans 
the banana is a main article of food. 
They boil it and bake it, to be used in­ 
stead of bread. 
On these trees that 
were blown down there were of course 
thousands of green bananas. The peo­ 
ple cut them off and hung them up 
and they can live on the fruit for sev­ 
eral weeks, or until relief reaches them 
from the United States. But when 
these green bananas, cut from the up­ 
rooted trees, are gone there will be no 
more bananas. 
Under such circum­ 
stances it is all nonsense to say that 
starvation is impossible in Porto Rico. 
It is possible aud imminent. Too much 
in the way of food and clothing can­ 
not be sent there to relieve present 
necessities until trade gets on its feet 
again. 
“One way In which the island is go­ 
ing to work out its own salvation is Iii 
the raising of vegetables for th*.* win­ 
ter market in the United States. 
At 
present the Potto Ricans do not even 
raise vegetables for their own use, but 
once they can be taught to raise them j 
there will be an immense trade in 
vegetables between the colony and the 
home country. 
“In the meantime we must try to 
understand these people* and 
they 
must become used to our ways of 
doing bushi'*-- 
Here is a story that is 
traveling th** length and breadth of 
the island: A planter came into the 
office of the Porto 
Rico company, 
which is trying to do a legitimate de­ 
velopment Ic:-:a*"-" down there, and, 
offering excell* ut land security, asked 
for a loan at loper* -nr. The manager 
looked over th** security and said he 
would make ii** loin on it at IO per 
cent. The ilia liter -aid he was sorry 


and start ed out. 
The manager caff tnt 
him back. ‘We won't make that loan 
at IO per cent,’ he said, ‘btu we will 
make it at 8 per cent.’ And he did. 
“The Porte Ricans tell that story to 
►ach other to prove that all Yankees 
are essentially lunatics. 
Within the 
last

A reasonable year to year 
way of doing business, carried on with­ 
out oppressing the man who is down, 
Is clear out of their experience. 
While 
there is no question but that our dis 
position toward Porto Rico is very 
different from that of Spain, we have 
as yet really done little or nothing to 
show it. General Pa vis has even been 
forced to discharge the I .".CKH) men who 
were working on the roads because 
there was no way of paying them. 
Their idleness is aa additional item of 
distress following the hurricane. And 
It all leads up to the same end. Let 
tis relieve distress with charity while 
we must, but let us as soon as we can 
and so far as we can remove the 
cause of til*1 distress by removing the 
hindrances from the building up of a 
Porto Rican export trade.”

“Th-re is no doubt that Gibraltar is, 
from the nature o f its location, the 


I strongest fortified spot on earth,” said 


I a recently returned tourist, “Put the 
I English officers who are on duty there 
seem unpressed with the idea that 
there is some weak spot about the 
place and that some American may 
discover it. They have very nonsensi­ 
cal rules aud regulations governing the 
fortification, and one of them is that 
no American eau be admitted to the 
fortified places, though they are al­ 
lowed lo wander all around the outside 
as long as they care to. 
“ I do not think the combined guns of 
th** rest of the world, all working to­ 
gether and for 12 hours each day, Sun­ 
days and public holidays Included, for 
ou«* year, could seriously interfere with 
Gibraltar beyond cutting off the mail 
communication. 
The walls are solid 
rock a quarter of a mile thick, and 
such a thing as doing auy damage in 
a military sense would be simply non­ 
sense. 
Gibraltar could resist any a t­ 
tack, and the conditions there are such 
that the attacking party would neces­ 
sarily have to be exposed iii making 
its attack. This exposure would have 
to be within range of the guns of the 
fort, even if they are 50 years out of 
date. 
Consequently they would be 
nearly as effective as modern guns, 
for with all that is claimed for modern 
warfare there probably never will be 
any fighting done when the opposing 
parties are out of sight of each other. 
“ While all this is admitted by mili­ 
tary meu of all countries, it seems 
funny that there should be anything 
of a secret or hidden character about 
Gibraltar that Americans should not 
be allowed to inspect as freely as the 
people of other countries are. 
Eng­ 
land may be whipped some time In th** 
history of the world, but the defeat 
will not take place at Gibraltar, I as­ 
sure you.”—Washington Star.

whether or not it is correct. 
The inquiry iii the cotton goods in­ 
dustry shows that the claim is abso­ 
lutely without foundation. 
The firm of Bancroft, Sheldon and 
company of Columbus is one of the 
largest in Ohio dealing in cotton fab­ 
rics. 
Mr. R. E. Sheldon, of this firm, 
is an authority on the cotton fabric 
industry. 
Mr. Sheldon 
was 
asked 
whether it is true that the prices of 
cotton 
fabrics 
have 
increased in a 
greater ratio than the wages of work­ 
ingmen and that, therefore, the pres­ 
ent prosperous times are an Injury in­ 
stead of a benefit to the workingman. 
Mr Sheldon said: 
“Prices of fabrics have not increased 
faster than wages. 
On the contrary. 
wages have increased much faster than 
the prices of fabrics. 
The following 
comparison of prices on the leading 
cotton 
fabrics will 
indicate plainly 
enough that workingmen’s wages have 
increased faster than prices:

The low prices in 1897 were the re­ 
sult of the enormous cotton crop of 
that year which was the biggest crop 
in the history of the country.

The average price of the 
five staple fabrics quoted was .0565 in 
1896. and is .0525 today. 
Prices today 
are lower than in 1891 when the work­ 
ingmen were struggling to get employ­ 
ment at any kind of wages, while now 
work is seeking them.

In many 
eases the reduction was 25 per cent 
Within the last year the old scale has 
been restored in nearly every mill in 
New England, and in some cases the 
advance has gone beyond it. 
“ It is a falsehood to say that the 
slight increase in the price of cotton 
fabrics over the prices of 1897 works 
harm to the workingmen. On the con­ 
trary, I can prove that a man today cyn 
buy more with $2 than he could with 
$2.50 under the Grover Cleveland-Wii 
son tariff.

Two hundred men, 
more than 300 mules and horses and 24 
big twine binders were employed in 
cutting aud shocking the grain grow ii 
on this magnificent field this year, and 
it was uot until the other day, with an 
army of laborers working night and 
day for ten days, that the last acre 
was h a rv e s te d , says the Kansas Cit} 
Star. 
Every principle of good farming was 
observed in cultivating this big field, 
With the result that the total output 
will not be less than 100,000 bushels of 
as good wheat as can be found in 
Oklahoma, 
it is estimated th at tile 
average acre yield will be from —0 to 
25 bushels. There are many acres that 
will run from 40 to 30 bushels. 
Buyers 
have already offered do cents a bushel 
for the entire crop. 
It is probable that 
the owners will get from OO to To 
cents, a gross sum of $65,000 or $70,- 
ooo. The cost of producing this wheat 
aud [tutting it on board cars will be 2.» 
cents a bushel, leaving a uot profit of 
about $35,000. 
W heat was king in the strip recently, 
and its importance eclipses everything 
else on ranch *101.” 
Numerically, a 
500 acre Wheatfield is not very im­ 
pressive. To ride over it. however, in 
blazing sunshine Is to give rise to the 
feeliug that it covers the face of the 
earth. 
The 5,000 acres of wheat on 
ranch “101“ are divided into two fields 
of almost equal size by the Salt Fork 
river, a stream th at [lours down a 
large volume of water at this time of 
year. 
Great yellow undulations of 
grain swept alongside the river and 
then away toward tile distant hills, 
until they seemed to reach tile sky. 
It 
was so fa* across tin* fields that the 
shocks look like a solid wall of wheat. 
In the fluid on the south side of the 
river the first circuit with a binder 
was made by Superintendent Miller. 
“There was uot a man who could 
guess how long it would take me to 
make the round.” said he.

supply of twine on my binder aud 
started,

when I got back.

hours ami traveled six miles.’’

Au American, who lias beeu a suc­ 
cessful miner and farm er iu the T rans­ 
vaal, just arrived in Loudon, has fur 
unshed the authorities with some very 
interesting and valuable Information 
touching affairs there, says the London 
correspondent of the St. Louis Globe 
Democrat. 
He says that the Boers 
possess a really excellent field artillery, 
consisting of 46 quick firing guns of 
the very latest pattern. They eau put 
into the field about 30,000 men. tilt* 
majority of whom are armed with the 
Mauser rifles. 
The aid of the Orang** 
Free State people is confidently expect­ 
ed by I’resideut Kruger iu case of a 
war with England, which would mean 
for his forces probably 10,000 or 12,000 
more armed men. 
This American gentleman says there 
are from 800 to 1,000 American pros­ 
pectors and miners in the Transvaal, 
mainly from the southwestern states 
ami territories of the United States. 
“There ueed 
be 
uo anxiety 
about 
them.” he informed Mr. Choate, the 
American embassador, “for they be­ 
long to that class mainly who are 
mighty handy with the six shooter, 
men to whom the handling of all sorts 
of firearms is an easy, involuntary art. 
The Dutch are afraid of them, for in 
one or two instance* where difficulties 
have occur roil between Dutchmen aud 
these American* the readiness of the 
latter with his national weapon, the 
Golfs revolver, settled the question in 
fa \or of the southwestern mau of the 
Bret Harte school.

A new typ*? of rotary engine, which, 
its inventor, Elisha Seymour, claims 
will revolutionize the use of steam as 
power, was tested the other day at Chi­ 
cago in the trial trip of a steam launch 
from the foot of La Salle street to the 
four mile crib aud back. 
If the hopes 
of the Inventor aud his financial back 
era are realized, the cost of fuel is to be 
reduced one-third, the amount of space 
required to install a machine almost 
one-half and the weight of the engine 
itself made correspondingly less than 
any of the types now in common use. 
says the Chicago Tribune. Results sim­ 
ilar to those obtained by the turbine 
engine, which has driven a yacht over 
40 miles an hour, are claimed for the 
new machine, while the coal consump­ 
tion, which, in the turbine, is almost 
prohibitory, will be less to a horse­ 
power, it is said, thau in the styles of 
engines now in use. 
Elisha Seymour, who is 75 years old, 
has worked unfalteringly ou the prob­ 
lem for uiue years. He has silent $17,- 
000 on experiments, ami when funds 
gave out and members of his family 
urged him to abandon Ills scheme he 
pawned his watch aud overcoat aud 
stuck to his work. 
The engine, at last completed, has 
been installed in a launch. 
The party 
of guests given an opportunity to 
watch the test run included B. I). An- ; 
guish. Peter Phillips aud several news­ 
paper nieu. 
It is Mr. Seymour’s inten­ 
tion to construct a high speed yacht 
with fine lines and power enough for 
a ay speed. 
The engine used on the 
trial run was found to have defects 
which it is proposed to remedy in lite 
next. 
It is hoped to have the second 
boat in operation by Chicago day, and. 
if this is done. Secretary of the Navy 
Long and 
prominent engineers and 
naval officers will be invited to witness 
a run. 
The Inventor says he hopes to 
prove that his machine Is just what is 
wanted for torpedo boats* battleships 
and cruisers. 
The next plan is to 
build a locomotive, and a prediction 
of a IO hour schedule between New 
York and Chicago Is made, aud that 
with a third of the cost for fuel now 
necessary. 
The trial run lasted lVa hours, aud 
a speed of eight miles an hour was Hie 
highest attained. 
But the hull of tie* 
launch was not intended for a torpedo 
boat, and those interested regarded the 
work of the engine as satisfactory. De­ 
signed to develop 25 horse power. It 
weighs but I,<>00 pounds. 
Running 
with 95 pounds of steam 175 revolu­ 
tions a minute were made, and there 
was a conspicuous absence of vibra­ 
tion. 
The propeller wheel Is 3rt inches 
in diameter. The engine stands scarce­ 
ly two feet high aud is of the same 
width and twice that length. 
The application of steam Is some­ 
thing on the plan of the overshot wa­ 
ter wheel confined in a chamber. Two 
pistons on arms revolve in the cha in­ 
lier. 
There Is no dead center, and tho 
1 flow of steam is continuous. The steam 
passes around nearly

The farm er 
stops a t sundown, aud the laborer 
works ten hours at the outside.

average professional man works from 
12 to 14 hours day in aud day out, all 
tin* year around. Often, at a pinch, he 
will work from Id to 20 hours for sev­ 
eral days iu succession, aud he will 
work when he is sick or suffering se­ 
vere physical pain, something the m an­ 
ual toiler wouldn't dream of. Of course 
he takes short Intervals of rest, like 
everybody < Ise. 
The human engine 
Isn’t capable of absolutely sustained 
endeavor for over an hour at a stretch. 
“W atch a day laborer, who seems to 
be plodding along like a machine, and 
you’ll find that he really rests more 
than half the time. 
He looks at some 
well dressed d<>ctor, lawyer, broker or 
luau of affairs and says to himself: 
‘Oh, you doggoned lazy rascal! If you 
only had to work like me!’ 
The t rut Ii 
Is that Hie chap he euvies Is putting an 
am ount of concentration and continued 
energy into his daily toil that would 
kill the man who works with his hands 
alone in less than a week. 
“ I don’t mean this as any reflection 
on the laborer, who is also no doubt 
doing his level best. 
I simply mean 
that the demands on brain production 
lire a third again as severe as the de­ 
mands on 
muscle production. 
For 
aheer staying qualities there Is nothing 
In the world that equals the nervous, 
high strung, frail looking modern’pro­ 
fessional man.”—New Orleans Times*

“ Iii a general way I would suggest 
these remedies for the situation: Re*

R e c e n t H u r r ic a n e O n ly O n e In a Cuban tobacco tariff, the adoption of 
the use of Porto Rican coffee in the 
T’nited States and legislation giving 
Porto Rico sugar a chance. We must 
remember that we are dealing with a 
population of I .CM (0,000 people occupy­ 
ing an area about as large as the state 
of Connecticut. 4 ’iey are a thoroughly 
Intelligent, well educated people. Their 
state of mind toward tis is a matter of 
the greatest material interest to us 
They welcomed our occupation. With­ 
out understanding our system of gov­ 
ernment they have strenuously tried lo 
learn all they can a bhut it. They want 
to be citizens of the United States. 
They don’t like to be thought of and 
treated as outsiders. Their most warm­ 
ly cherished desire is to be under a ter­ 
ritorial form of government and be 
put on the way to statehood. The pop­ 
ulation is every bit as tit for territorial 
government as is the population of 
New Mexico, and it is much denser. 
The conditions of distress, which are 
so plain to everybody who has been 
down there, have a tendency to make 
the Porto Ricans feel that not only 
are they unfairly treated, but that 
there is very little disposition In the 
United States to pay any attention to 
their situation. 
Such a state of mind 
may easily he made serious by an 
agitator of the wrong sort. 
“To my mind nothing would do more 
toward making friends of the Porto 
Ricans and convincing them that they 
are not being neglected or treated with 
contempt by the United States than 
would an extra session of congress. 
I 
know that the calling of an extra ses 
Bion involves a great deal of trouble 
and expense. 
Hut the loyalty of the 
Porto Ricans is worth such a price. 
“Great tis the disaster caused by the 
hurricane was, It is wrong to think for 
an instant that it has ruined the island. 
I crossed the Island after the storm 
from <iuaytima to San Juan. The poor­ 
er buildings were most of them blown 
down. 
The strongly built buildings 
were damaged some, but not nearly so 
much as I have known similar build­ 
ings in the west to be damaged In cy­ 
clones. 
This is the first ‘big storm’ 
they have had In 30 years, and it is 
worse than the last was. 
The danger 
of hurricanes would never make me 
uneasy about going to the island or en­ 
tail! I «*h In? myself there so far as my 
personal safety was concerned. 
“As for the crops, coffee, as you 
know perhaps, is grown on bushes be­ 
tween avenues of shade trees. The hur­ 
ricane simply stripped the leaves from 
the shade trees. 
So thoroughly did it 
take the leaves from all of the trees, in 
fact, that on my trip across the Island 
the forests seemed uniformly brown 
instead of their usual vivid green. Of 
course in that climate, with that fertile 
soil, the leaves will soon come out 
again. 
The shade trees have not been 
killed by any means. But before a sec* i 
oud growth of leaves comes to the res­ 
cue of the coffee bushes I ain afraid 
that the sun will have burned them 
up. And It will take th rec or four years 
for the new bushes to come to ma­ 
turity. My estimate Is that 80 per cent 
of the coffee bushes are hurt and that 
50 per cent must be replanted. The to­ 
bacco crop Is uot particularly affected 
by the storm. 
If that Uubau tariff can 
be arranged immediately so that there 
is some prospect that the Porto Rico 
tobacco trade eau take Its normal 
course, the planters will begin planting 
in October ami November, uml with a 
big tobacco crop next year the strin­ 
gency caused by the spoiling of the 
coffee i>lautat ions can be tided over. 
“The banana trees have rather bulb­ 
ous roots that give them very little 
hold on the soil, and most of those that 
I saw were tom lip. To Porto Ricans 
the banana is a main article of food. 
They boil it and bake it, to be used In­ 
stead of bread. 
On these trees that 
were blown down there were of course 
thousands of green baun huh. The peo­ 
ple cut them off aud hung them up 
and they can live on the fruit for sev­ 
eral weeks, or until relief reaches them 
from the United States. But when 
these green bananas, cut from the up­ 
rooted trees, are gone there will be no 
more bananas. 
Under such circum­ 
stances it is all nonsense to say that 
starvation is impossible iii Porto Rico. 
It is possible aud imminent. Too much 
in the way of food aud clothing can­ 
not be sent there to relieve present 
necessities until trade gets on its feet 
alu. 
‘Urn* way iu which the islam! Is go­ 
ing to work out its own salvation Is In 
the raising oi vegetables for the win­ 
ter market in the United States.

According to Mr. NY. S. Post, a elvff 
engineer who has been at work iii 
Porto Rico for several mouths ami 
w ho recently returned from Porto Rico 
<n the Philadelphia, the destitution 
brought upon the island by the great 
hurricane is only one of a succession 
of hardships incut red by the island 
since the American occupation. 
•The people of Porto Rico/’ sa iii Mr. 
Post, “have always sold all their prod­ 
ucts aud have imported everything 
they 
use. 
Their 
principal 
exports 
were coffee, sugar and Tobacco. These 
went to Spain or Spanish colonies and 
were there distributed to the consum­ 
ers. As soon as we took possession of 
the island Spain put a tariff on Porto 
Rican products which was practically 
prohibitive. 
The people could semi 
no more goods to Spain, and the United 
States market did not take the place of 
that which was closed. 
The United 
States tariff is just as high against 
Porto Ricon products as It was before 
the Island came into our possession. 
The Porto Ricans have uot even the 
advantages of reciprocity which are 
enjoyed by some of the English ami 
French Islands. 
“Unable to sell anything, the people 
cannot of course buy. 
Commercially, 
the island has recently been at a stand­ 
still. 
The employer has no work for 
his men, and the islanders are plunged 
into the most terrible poverty. 
They 
are a proud people. 
They don’t want 
charity. 
They welcome our coming 
with the greatest rejoicing. 
But when 
we were once fairly settled among 
them, so they say now, we tied their 
hands so that they could not help them­ 
selves and then made them objects of 
charity. 
Their appreciation of 
the 
charity we offer is dulled 
by the 
knowledge that if we had given them a 
fair chance to feed themselves they 
Mould have uo ueed to accept it. Porto 
Rico coffee alw ays soh! readily in Spain 
aud France. 
It has a rich and mild 
flavor which Is far better than that of 
Brazilian coffee. 
Its normal market 
price is between that of Mocha aud 
.lava (most of which comes from Cen­ 
tral America) and that of Brazilian 
coffee. 
The entire crop wt ut to Spain 
every year. 
If you go into any grocery 
store in New York ami ask for Potto 
Rican coffee. you will be told that there 
i" do demand for It.” 
General Roy Stone, who was present 
at the New York Sun reporter’s Inter­ 
view with Mr. Post, saitl he thought 
that the most practical relief measure 
for Porto Rico that could lie under 
taken at ouce was the general adop 
tion of the use of Porto Rican coffee In 
the United States. 
There ure about 
“.OOO pounds of it in New York now 
ami hundreds of thousands of {Munds 
in storehouses in Porto Rico. 
“ If the 
charitable women of the United States 
would unite in giving ‘Porto Rico re­ 
lief festivals,’ ut which Porto Rico cof­ 
fee would be served, a great number 
of good ends would be served,” said 
General Stone. “ First, the money paid 
to the wholesalers for the coffee (a 
perfectly fair and moderate price for 
a very excellent coffee) will go straight 
to Porto Rico. 
Second, by charging 
Iii or 25 cents a cup for the coffee at 
the festivals large sums cun be raised 
to be sent to the Porto Rico relief com­ 
mittee In New York. 
Third, the cof­ 
fee will be introduced to American wo­ 
men, and they will be encouraged to 
ask their grocers for It aud to insist 
upon having It. Fourth, once a demand 
for Porto Rican coffee is created the

“Th «re is no doubt t hat Gibraltar Is, 
from the nature of its location, the 
strongest fortified spot on earth,” said 
a recently returned tourist, “but the 
English officers who are on d u ty there 
seem impressed with tin* idea that 
there is some weak spot about the 
place and that some American may 
discover it. They have very nonsensi­ 
cal rules and regulations governing the 
fortification, aud one of them is that 
no Alnein;. i eau be admitted to the 
fortified places, though they are al­ 
lowed to wander all around the outside 
as long as they care to. 
“ I do not think the combined guns of 
the rest of tile world, all working to­ 
gether and for 12 hours each day, Sun­ 
days and public holidays Included, for 
tim* year, could seriously interfere with 
Gibraltar beyond cutting off the mail 
communication. 
The walls arc solid 
rock a quarter of a mile thick, and 
such a thing as doing any damage in 
a military sense would be simply non­ 
sense. 
Gibraltar could resist any at­ 
tack. and the condition! there are such 
that the attacking party would neces­ 
sarily have to be exposed In making 
Its attack. This exposure would have 
to be within range of the guns of the 
fort, even if they are 50 years out of 
date. 
Consequently they would be 
nearly as effective as modern guns, 
for with all that is claimed for modern 
w arfare there probably never will be 
any fighting done when tile opposing 
parties are out of sight of each other. 
“ While all this is admitted by mili­ 
tary men of all countries, it seems 
funny that there should be anything 
of a secret or hidden character about 
Gibraltar that Americans should not 
be allowed to inspect us freely us the 
people of other countries are. 
Eng­ 
land may lie whipped some time in the 
history of the world, but the defeat 
will not take place sit Gibraltar, I as­ 
sure you.”— Washington Star.

“ Prices of fabrics have not increasi d 
faster than wages. 
On the contrary, 
wages have increased much faster than 
the prices of fabrics. 
The following 
comparison of prices on the leading 
cotton 
fabrics will 
indicate plainly 
enough that workingmen’s wages have 
increased faster than prices:

The low prices in 1897 were the re­ 
sult of the enormous cotton crop of 
that year which was the biggest crop 
in the history of the country.

prices were lower In 1897 wages were 
not reduced. 
The average price of the 
five staple fabrics quoted was .0665 in 
ISHO, and is .0525 today. 
Prices today 
are lower than in 1891 when the work­ 
ingmen were struggling to git employ­ 
ment at any kind of wages, while now 
work is seeking them. 
“ It is well known that the scale of 
wages 
in 
the 
cotton 
industry 
all 
over 
New 
England 
was 
re 
duced during the hard times. 
In many 
eases the reduction was 25 per cent 
Within the last year the old scale has 
bet n restori d in nearly every mill in 
New England, and in some cases tin 
advance has gone beyond it. 
“ It is a falsehood to say that the 
slight increase in the price of cotton 
fabrics over the prices of 1897 work3 
harm to the workingmen. On the con 
trary, I can prove that a man today can 
buy more with $2 than he could with 
$2.50 under the Grover ClevelanU-Wil 
son tariff. 
“Notwithstanding the local price of 
fabrics, the total business of this trade 
during the first six months of the 
present year exceeded the business of 
the same period in 1898 by nearly 20 
per cent. 
The business of Ohio during 
the mouth of July, 1899, showed an in­ 
crease of 26 per cent, over the same 
month of last year, and the business 
of Columbus for the first half cif Au­ 
gust. 1899, shows an increase of 35 per 
cent, over the same period of last year. 
All of this is very gratifying, especial­ 
ly when I remember that I did not 
make a dollar in 1895 and 1896, but lost 
money and was tempted to quit the 
business. 
“The following comparisons between 
‘he prices of .standard fabrics iii 1864 
and the prl< es of the same fabrics 
today will give some comfort to all cit­ 
izens who fav r a staple currency:
